The last surviving general officer | ure of Gen. 
of the Civil W ar died a few days 
ago at Ormond Beach, Fla. 
The 
great events in 
which 
Adelbert 
Ames participated seemingly 
are 
a remote era of American history. 
There is Ft. Fisher, for instance. 
Today it is almost forgotten, giv­ 
en only a line or two 
in 
history 
textbooks, but it was the scene of 
one of the most vivid actions 
of 
the conflict between the States, a 
battle in which General Ames led 
his 
division 
in 
direct 
assault 
against a powerful fortification. 
Until his death General 
Ames 
had been for some time the oldest 
living graduate 
of 
West 
Point, 
where he was a cadet while Robert 
E. Lee was superintendent. 
All 
of his contemporaries had passed 
on 
in 
the 
intervening 
years— 
Grant, Sherman, Butler, 
Meade, 
Sheridan, McClellan, MacDowell, a 
veritable host of names once fa­ 
miliar to all Americans. 
And 
in 
the South, Lee, Johnson, Beaure­ 
gard, Bragg and many others 
of 
merited renown. 
A few s.urvived 
among these leaders of men until 
the last few years, notably Sickles, 
union corps commander at Gettys­ 
burg, and John B. 
Gordon, 
dis­ 
tinguished confederate. 
And now, at 97, the last of 
the 
generals has gone to join his com­ 
rades of that tremendous struggle 
marked by the enmity of American 
for American. 
His last few years 
were spent under the soft skies of 
the southland he had helped 
de­ 
feat. 
He was 
better 
known 
ini 
these last years, perhaps, as a golf­ 
ing partner of John D. Rockefeller 
than as a Civil War general. 
But Adelbert Ames carried deep 
into the swift moving 
twentieth 
century,. which with its own wars 
and their troubled aftermaths has 
had a tendency to forge the past, 
a reminder that there was such a 
thing as the Civil War. From Bull 
Run to Appormattox, 
he 
served 
with honor and distinction, 
win­ 
ning rapid promotion until at 29 
he was a major general of volun­ 
teers. 
Then he threw himself in­ 
to the hectic political life of 
the 
“reconstructed” South, being the 
last of the so-called 
“carpetbag 
governors. 
He was elected to the 
United States Senate from Missis­ 
sippi after an appointment as mil­ 
itary governor, then resigned from 
the Senate upon election as gov­ 
ernor. 
His political enemies fore 
ed his risgnation by 
threatening 
him with impeachment in 1873. 
In 1898 General Ames respond­ 
ed to President McKinley’s call for 
volunteers, was again appointed a 
general and served in the Santiago 
campaign. 
He was, of course, too 
old 
to 
participate in the World, 
but he followed it with intense in­ 
terest and sage comment, accord­ 
ing to his friends. 
It was at Ft. Fisher, 
however, 
that General Ames played the prin­ 
cipal role and one that brought him 
the rank of major general. 
THra 
more than three years of war it 
had resisted all naval efforts to re­ 
duce or capture it. 
In 1864, with 
the blockade made doubly effective 
by federal ocupation of nearly all 
the important southern seaports, 
Wilmington, N. C., remained vir­ 
tually the only port that could be 
reached by blockade running mer­ 
chant 
ships. 
Ft. Fisher, in 
the 
words 
of 
its 
commandant, Col. 
William Lamb of the Confeder­ 
ate army, “commanded 
the 
last 
gateway between the Confederacy 
and the outside world”. 
The fort was situated on Cape 
Fear, a few miles below Wilming­ 
ton, and 
the 
blockade 
runners, 
making the dash from the Baha­ 
mas, ran into the Cape Fear Riv­ 
er under 
the 
protection of 
the 
fort’s guns and then up to the port, 
from where their cargoes of am­ 
munition, powder and 
other war 
materials were forwarded to Lee’s 
army in Virginia. 
Thus it was of 
extreme importance to the 
Union 
cause to have this avenue of sup­ 
ply closed. 
The navy having failed to carry 
out the task unassisted, it was de­ 
cided late in 1864 to lend assistance 
from the army. 
The first expedi­ 
tion 
proceeded 
from 
Hampton 
Roads in December of that year 
under 
Gen. Benjamin 
E. Butler 
and Gen. Godfrey Weitzel. 
Some 
of the troops were landed and pre­ 
parations were made for the

OUR MISSOURI QUAKE 
WAS THE REAL ARTICLE 


For 
the 
he-man 
earthquake 
championship of the world, Missou­ 
ri takes the cake. 
The 1933 trem ­ 
or catastrophe, which shook Cali­ 
fornia a month ago, 
daily brings 
surprise To most of the world with 
reports that it is still in action. 
But 
Missourians 
scoff. 
Shucks, 
they had 
a 
quake 
back in 1811 
which lasted through three years 
before it spent its fury. 
Califor­ 
nia’s 
one 
month 
earthquakes! 
Hump! 
Missouri’s record-breaking shock 
centered at the little settlem ent of 
New Madrid, down in the southeast 
corner of the State, and just across 
the line a few miles from Tennes­ 
see. 
This little frontier river town 
was the favorite resort of gamblers 
drinkers and fighters, and was re­ 
puted to be a “tough place”. 
On the evening of December 16, 
1811, settlers noticed that the a t­ 
mosphere had a strange, murky ap­ 
pearance, but thought little of 
it 
and prepared for the night. Gam­ 
bling joints lit up 
their 
tallow 
candles and put up their tables for 
the midnight crowd. 
About 
10 
o’clock, before 
the 
loulitte wheel had gained 
profit­ 
able momentum, there came a low 
rumbling of subterranean thunder, 
an echoing like a distant artillery 
battle. 
Then came the first great 
shock and crash of the earthquake, 
which shook the dice as 
they had

Houses trembled, and people ran 
shrieking into the streets.

seconds later there came a second 
shock, more terrible than the first.

As the populace fled through the 
tree-studded sea, a person 
would 
occasionally sink into one of

earthquake,

The upheaval of the river bed 
caused the Mississippi to run back­ 
ward and change its channel. 
On 
the Tennessee side, the earth sank 
ten feet. 
The country was little populated 
and no record of the deaths 
was 
ever made. 
In the town of Little 
Prairie, with 
206 
persons, 
only 
two families remained. 
Today, nearly a century and 
a 
quarter after, the rock structure of 
the New Madrid region still 
ap­ 
pears wrecked. 
The land surface 
continues to show torn and ragged 
effects; it has remained 
covered 
with holes resembling the craters 
of volcanoes. The earth, once fer­ 
tile, is covered by a white s§nd to 
the depth of two feet which ruined 
it for agricultural purposes. 
New Madrid’s quake was so vio- 
lsnt that it was felt from New Or­ 
leans to Detroit and from Wash­ 
ington to Cincinnati, 
the 
shocks 
caused 
inhabitants 
to run from 
their homes and the city was jarred 
for 
five 
months. 
However, 
the 
quake proper 
was 
located in an 
era thirty 
miles 
square 
around 
New Madrid. 
It lasted in daily violence 
thru 
May of 1812, and then subsided to 
occasional slight quakes 
for 
the 
next 20 months. 
An eye witness of the scene said: 
“The general impulse of the people 
when the shocks commenced was 
to fly, but during the most 
severe 
convulsions of the earth they were 
thrown down at almost every step”. 
“I was in the house with my fam­ 
ily”, one man said, in 
describing 
the terrible night. 
“Some of the 
children had retired, but my wif j 
was still spinning, and I was read­ 
ing a book. The first shock, which 
was preceded by a low 
rumbling 
sound like thunder in the bowels 
of the earth, threw us to the floor. 
Fortunately our house was 
not 
thrown down. 
“ ‘God save us, what is it’? cried 
my wife. 
“ ‘An earthquake, let us fly!’ 
I 
answered. 
“All the children save the infant 
were awakened by the first shock, 
and with one impulse we ran to­ 
ward the door. 
I opened the door, 
and we tumbled into the 
street, 
where scores of others, screaming 
and wringing their hands, 
were 
assembling. 
“The baby! Have you got

baby’? asked my wife.

The^e would appear so ii we could 
forget their obnoxious, but highly 
usfeul 
habits, 
and regard them 
only as we do the birds that 
are 
cleanly in their tastes, and which 
seem 
to be born to delight both 
man and themselves. 
On warm summer days I 
have 
looked up to the sky where all was 
still as if some silent and serene 
spirit was brooding in a blue sea 
of unutterable calm, and watched 
a lonely vulture as it floated thru 
the azure depths, its form outlined 
against some fleecy clofid, and felt 
a deep 
solemnity. 
This 
vulture, 
called a buzzard, when on 
earth 
would feed on carrion, preferring 
it to all other forms of food, and 
just how much we owe to it for re­ 
moving foul objects from our sight 
and smell we do not know, but we 
are told that the debt of man 
to 
this vulgar creature is immense— 
so large in fact that we most harm 
ourselves when 
with 
our blood 
lust we are impelled to kill it. 
There is no flight of any bird 1 
have ever seen that can equal the 
wide curves made by the buzzard, 
and with circles and half circles in­ 
creasing in size as with extended 
wings and without apparent effort 
it sails through the air.

of this bird we almost abominate.

of his contem poraries had passed 
on

years— 
Grant, Sherm an, 
Butler, Meade, 
Sheridan, M cClellan, M acDowell, a 
veritable host of nam es once fa ­ 
m iliar to all Am ericans. 
And 
in 
the South, Leo, Johnson, Beaure­ 
gard, Bragg and many others 
of 
merited renown. 
A few survived 
am ong these leaders of men until 
the last few years, notably Sickles, 
union corps commander at G ettys­ 
burg, and John B. 
Gordon, 
dis­ 
tinguished confederate. 
And now, at 97, the last of 
the 
generals has gone to join his com ­ 
rades of that trem endous struggle 
marked by the enm ity of American 
for American. 
H is last few years 
were spent under the soft skies of 
the southland he had helped 
de­ 
feat. 
He was 
better 
known 
in 
these last years, perhaps, as a g olf­ 
ing partner of John D. R ockefeller 
than as a Civil War general. 
But Adelbert Ames carried deep

He was elected to the 
U nited States Senate from M issis­ 
sippi after an appointm ent as m il­ 
itary governor, then resigned from 
the Senate upon election as gov­ 
ernor. 
His political enem ies forc­ 
ed his risgnation by 
threatening 
him with im peachment in 1873. 
In 1898 General Am es respond­ 
ed to President M cKinley’s call for 
volunteers, was again appointed a 
general and served in the Santiago 
cam paign. 
He was, of course, too 
old 
to 
participate in the World, 
but he followed it with intense in­ 
terest and sage com m ent, accord­ 
ing to his friends. 
It was at Ft. Fisher, 
however, 
that General Am es played the prin­ 
cipal role and one that brought him 
the rank of m ajor general. 
THra 
more than three years 
of 
war it 
had resisted all naval efforts to re­ 
duce or capture it. 
In 1864, with 
the blockade made doubly effective 
by federal ocupation of nearly all

southern seaports, 
W ilm ington, N. C., remained vir­ 
tually the only port that could be 
reached by blockade running m er­

Lamb of the Confeder 
ate arm y, “commanded 
the 
last 
gatew ay between the Confederacy 
and the outside world”.
